Ills friendship was as true as steel and as 
deep as a noble, generous, unselfish heart 
could make it. 
He knew enough to

the security and trust there was in it 
against ill-fortune and all the 
world’s 
fujsihood and hypocracy. 
W hen such 
friendship is snatched from us how true 
it is that a plume is “ plucked from the 
wiDgs of hum an v anity.” 
We speaa 
here of his friendship because it was a 
prominent element in his composition 
and in making mention of it we need 
hardly add that the characteristics of 
honesty, generosity, and sympathy, and 
all the ntributes of a true manhood, were 
as natural to George Bowles as light is to 
a noon day sun. 
Death appears not 
cruel when the weary pilgrim, long on

TERRIBLE 
MURDER AND 
POLO. 
SUICIDE NEAR 


—A most shocking murder and suicide 
took place four miles northwest of Polo 
yesterday morning as wo learn from Ihe 
Polo Press, extra, and J r om which we 
collate the following facts: 
« 'While sitting quietly beside the table, 
without a word of warniug, George Al­ 
bright was shot dead by Samuel Whit* 
myer, his hired man. 
Mrs. Barbara A l­ 
bright, mother of George, and Miss Bar­ 
bara Albright witnessed the deed. 
Mrs. 
A* fled from the room to call her son, 
John, who liv es near by, and the d aught­ 
er got as far as the porch when she too 
, was shot and fell on the sidewalk. 
The 
I murdeier then fled to the barn, where ho 
! shot himself and was found unconscious 
' The weapon with which he did his mur- 
! derous work was found by his side. 
The 
murderer is a single man, about twenty 
four years old, named Samuel Whitmyer. 
He is a nativ e of Lancaster Co., Pennsyl­ 
v ania. 
His father is dead but his mother 
still resides in the East. 
H e came to this 
v iciulty abo ut liv e 
years ago, and 
with the 
ex ceptio n o f a short absenco in Dakota, 
he has resided in the v icinity o f Bro o k* 
v llle. He it spoken of as 
a surly, bad, 
mo ro se fello w, addicted to drink, and 


talking about him. Mrs.Beck, Albright’s 
mother-in-law, cautioned him not to talk 
so, telling him he would bring up in the 
penitentiary if he was not careful. 
His 
reply was to the effect tliat that would bo 
the end of iiim then, or some remark in­ 
dicating that he did not care for conse­ 
quences. 
It seems that he had the idea 
that George Albright did not like him, 
and Mrs. Beck gathered from what he 
then said that he meant George who was 
present in his brother’s house. 
After 
breakfast when Joh n had gone out to 
work W hitm yer made an excuse to go 
ov er to George’s saying he wanted his 
working clothes. 
He went into George’s 
kitchen where the mother Mid daughter 
were-, Miss Baibara being engaged at th' 
stov e w ashing dishes. 
George came in 
from milking, washed his hands and sat 
down by the table with his back to the 
window, in the corner to hi* left, about 
two feet away, stood a closet or cupboard. 
Across the corner of the room in front of 
this extended a small line about ev en with 
the top of the windows, ov er which bung 
a shi11, which hid the top of the cupboard 
from v iew, being close to it. 
Sam Whit- 
myer rose, stepped on a'ehair beside this 
cupboard, and pretended to be hunting 
for something on top. He then remarked, 
apparently to George Albright, that “ if 
some i eople said to Ids face w hat they 
had said to his back he would shoot them .” 
George replied that probably 
110 one had 
said anything about him. 
His reply was 
two quirk shots from his rev olv er which 
he nad iu his hand hidden behind the 
shirt hungiug on the line. 
Mrs. A. sprang 
out the door and ran down through the 
orchard calling for John; her daughter, 
Barbara, started after her, but receiv ed a 
shot (probably on the porch) which en­ 
tered her right cheek just below t he cheek 
bone, and came out on her neck. 
Mrs. 
Albright as she ik d for help saw Sam run 
into the yard midway between the house 
and barn. 
On k-er ret ;rr. with her son, 
John, they found Barbara lying on the 
sidewalk beside the porch, wounded as 
described abov e. 
George lay upon the 
kitchen floor in a pool of blood, dead. 
John hastily carried his sister to his own 
house, gav e the alarm and returned to the 
house. 
Neighbors were speedily sum ­ 
moned and the dead man was taken from 
the great pool of blood on the floor and 
his face an head washed. 
There were 
two bullet holes in his left eye brow, one 
immediately in front of the ear, and a 
fourth opening in the neck about two 
inches below’ the car and in the v icinity 
of the jugular v ein, which, judging from 
the profuse bleeding, was probably cut. 
About the wound in front of the ear the 
powder marks showed that the weapon 
must hav e been close to his head, and it 
seems probable that us he left tho house 
he fire a third shot into his v ictim at a 
close range. 
The wound ov er the eye, 
though it seemed like two. may hav e been 
caused by a single bullet, for though there 
seems to be four w’ounds it is clearly ev i­ 
dent the murderer fired only fiv e shots, 
three at George, one at Batbara and the 
fifth into his own brain. 
There was in 
tense excitement among the neighbors of 
the murdered man, and had not the doc 
tor assured the crowd that the murderer 
could liv e but a v ery short time, it is v ery 
probable they would hav e inv oked the aid 
of Judge Lynch. 
A slight search through 
the hay mow did not at first rev eal t h e ’^ 
presence of the murderer, but on entering ^ 
the mow a second time his cup was seen 
and he was discov ered in a hole in the hay 
with a bullet hole in his right temple and 
the deadly pistol, with fiv e empty cham ­ 
bers, by his side. 
He was curried out of 
the barn and laid upon some hay, where 
the doctor probed for the bullet but could 
not reach it. 
The murderer was placed 
in a wag« » n and brought to Polo jail about 
noon. 
At four o’clock he was aliv e and 
the doctor was probing the wound for the 
bull, but a six inch probe failed to reach 
it. 
The man seemed at limes to hav e con 
siderable strenght but was not conscious, 
and though he seemed to understand has 
not spoken.”

IN

CASE AGAINST T H E W AcaSH . 
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e r y o f V . P . K n g in e e r s . 
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C h ic ag o , March 15.—J udge G resham 's de­ 
cisio n in the Burlingto n-Waiwtsh case was 
given Werlnesday befo re a co urt-ro o m cro wded 
with railway atto rney s and striking engineers. 
The judge after summarizing the Burlingto n's 
co mplaint said o f the receiver o f the Wabash: 
He is bo und to receive all trafile tendered him, 
and he can no t discriminate iu favo r o r against 
any railro ad co mpany . Mo re need no t be said o n 
this questio n, as the receiver has wisely rescinded 
his fo rmer o rder, which do es no t 
apjiear to have 
!>een co nsidered at any time as his permanent 
po licy . 
Referring to the co mplaint that tho bro ther­ 
ho o d and A rthu r had interfered w ith the re­ 
ceiver, the ju dge said this was no t proved, 
and the receiver had denied the assertion. He 
then continu ed: 
Fo r the present it is sufficient to say that the 
co urt will pro tect the pro perty o f the Wabash 
co mpany in its custo dy . The emplo y es o f the re­ 
ceiver can no t lie o bliged to remain in his service 
against their will. 
Neither they no r o ther? will l>e 
permitted to interfere with o r disturb the receiver 
o r his subo rdinates in the po ssessio n and o pera­ 
tio n o f the pro perty in his custo dy . 
Lawless in­ 
terference with the receiver and his emplo y es in 
the discharge o f their duty will no t be to lerated. 
It is pro per to state, ho wever, in justice to the 
Wabash engineers, that they do no t desire to 
maintain an attitude o f defiance to the law, and 
that they ar ■ no w willing to aid! he receiver in 
the lawful and. successful administratio n o f his 
trust. The receiver's answer renders it unneces­ 
sary fo r the co urt to do mo re than direct that the 
petitio n remain o n file fo r future actio n sho uld 
there be o ccasio n fo r it. 
The rotu nda and corridors of the Grand Pa­ 
cific were crowded a t night with engineers
